J. All members of the Plumas County Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical Soiciety will be furnished 
with a badge of Membership, upon payment of 
the membership fve of $2 50, and will be required 
to wear the same during the Fair, and the same 
shall not be trarsferible. The Kadge will admit 
the ladiew of his family, and childrew under fifteen. 
years of age, as members of the Society. 


II. All exhibitors who intend to compete for 
the premiunmis of the Society, must become mem- 
bers of the same, or pav an Entrance Fee amount- 
ing to the same. Exhibitors must have their ar- 
ticles, auimala, etc., entered at the office of the 
Recording Secretarr, as follows: For the Pavil- 
lion Department not ‘ater than ten o’clock a. M., 
Wednesday; October 5th, and for the Cattle 
Grounds, not later than three Pp. w., Thursday, Oc- 
tober 6th, without fail,so that they ma¥ be ar- 
ranged in their respective departmenta, and be in 
readiness for examination by the Judges on Friday 
October 7th, at ten o'clock, a. M. 


. | The Society will not be responsible for 
srion tu exhibit any article or anima!, not 
strictly in accordance with its rules. 


No article or animal entered for a premi- 
um, can’be removed or taken away (without « 
cial permission.) vefere the close of the Exhibitio.. 
No prensiums will be paid.on articles er guimals 
removed ié violation of this rule,

VI. The Executive Committee will use every 


precaution in their power for the Safe preservation: 


of all articles and stock on exhibition, but wilkaet 
be responsible tor accidents. Exhibitors. must 


give their attention to their articles or animals, 


during the Fair, and at the close of the Exhibition 
attend to their removal. 

VII. Except where ladics are invited to set 
as Judges, the Awarding Committees will in e¥e- 
ry instance be composed of members of the Su- 
ciety, and will be eelected solely with reference to 
the highest order of fitness, ard in no case will a 
person be permitted to aet as judge in any depart- 
ment in which he is a competitor. 

VIII. The judges on animals will have regard 
to their symmetry, early maturity, thorough 
breeding, and characteristics of the breeds which 
they judge. They will make proper allowances 
for the age, feeding and wendition of the animals, 
especially iv the breeditig classes, and will not 
Kive encouragement to over-fed animals. 

IX. No person wil! be allowed in any wise to 


j interfere with the judges in their adjudigations. 


X. The several Superintending Committees 
will give particular attention to all aiticles in their 
departments, and see that they are arranged in 
the best order possible, to lessen and facilitate the 
labors of the judges in their examinations. 

XI. The Chief Marshal, with efficient Aids, 
will be iu attendance during the hours of exkibi- 
tion to keep proper order. 

XII. The Chief Marshal, will call the Judges 
at tew o'clock on Thursday mor..ing, the 6th, to 
assemble them at the Secretary’s room; furnish 
them with blank books in which to register their 


awards, and have the judges couducted by the As- |. 


sistant Marshals to their respective departments 
of the Exhibition, ; 

XIII. The judges will with-hold premiums on 
animals or articles, in their opinion not worthy, 

XIV. The Marshal and his Aids will give 
daily and constant care to the several departments 
and see that the above rules are strictly enforced. 

XV. A suitable person will be chosen in cach 
department to superintend the carrying out of the 
arrangements of the Executive Committee. 

XVI. The Judges are required to complete 
their awards and hand in their reports to the Re- 
cordi:g Secretary by Thursday evening, the 6th, 
that the same tmav be properly announced before 
the close of the Exhibition. 

Any information with regard to the Society, 
will be promptly furnished’ by addressing the Sec- 
retary, to whom all communi¢ations should be di- 
rected, 

The Fair will close with a Grand Ball on Friday 
evening, the 7th of October, 1864.

A Scene at Powren.—Signor Fiorelli 
had frequently observed hollows in the 
hard volcanic matter, in which were 
found hunian bones or fragments of 
charred wood mixed with ivory and 
bronze ornaments. The happy idea oc- 
curred to him of pouring liquid plaster 
into these hollows—in fact using them 
as a sculptor would a mould. The result 
far exceeded his expectations. Among 
the first-casts that he thus obtained were 
those of four human beings. They are 
now preserved in a room at Pompeii, and 
and more ghastly and painful, yet deeply 
interesting and touching objects it is 
diffcult to cunceive. We have death 
itself moulded and cast—the very last 
struggle, the final agony brought before 
us. They tell their story witha horrible 
dramatic truth that no sculptor could 
even reach. They would have furnished 
a thrilling episode to the accomplished 
author of the “Last Days of Pompeii.” 

These four persons had perished in the 
street. They had remained within. the 
shelter of their homes until the thick 
black mud began to creep through every 
cranny and chink. ‘ Driven from their 
retreat, they sought to flee when it was 
too late. The streets were already buried 
deep in the loose pumiée stones, which 
had been falling for many hours in un- 
remitting showers, and which reached 
almost to the windows of the first floor. 
These victims of the eruption. were not 
found together, and they do not. appear 
to have belonged to the same family or 
household. The most interesting of the 
casts is that of the two women, proba- 
bly mother and daughter, lying feet to 
feet. They appear from their garb to 
have been people of poor condition. The 
elder seems to be tranquilly on her side. 
Overcome ‘by the noxious gases she 
probably fell and died without a struggle. 
Her limbs are extended, and her left 
arm drops loosely. On one finger is 
still seen her coarse iron ring. Her child 
was a girl of fifteen ; she seems, poor 
thing, to have struggled hard for life. 
Her legs are drawn up convulsively. Her 
little hands are clinched in agony. In one 
hand she holds her veil, or a part of her 
dress, with which she had covered her 
head, burying her face in fier arm to 
shield herself from the falling ashes and 
from the foul sulphurous smuke. The 
form of her head is perfectly preserved. 
The texture of her coarse linen garment 
may be traced, and even the fashion of 
her dress, with its long sleeves reaching 
to her wrists. Here and there it is torn, 
and the smooth young skin appears in 
the plaster like polished marble. On 
her tiny feet may still be seen hér em- 
broidered sandals. At some distance 
from this group lay a third woman. She 
appears to have been about twenty-five 
years of age, and to have belonged to a 
better class than the other too. On one 
of her fingers were two silver rings, and 
her garments were of a finer texture.— 
Her linen headdress falling over her 
shoulders like that of a matron in a Ro- 
mun statute, can still be distinguished. 
She had fallen on her side, overcome by 
the heat and gases ; but a terrible strug- 
gle seems to have preceded her last 
agony. One arm is raised in despair; 
the hands are clenched convulsively.— 
Her garments are gathered up on one 
side, leaving exposed a limb of beautiful. 
shape. So perfect a mould of it~ has.
